Dead Man‘s Brilliant Record. 

Major Robinson was the idol of Mo- 
bile county democracy and the best- 
Known orator in the state. He gained 
national renown by his speech of pres- 
entation of the silver service to the 
battleship Alabama, and immediately 
became a prominent figure in state pol- 
itics. He was mentioned this year as 
a candidate for governor. He served 
in the Spanish-American war as cap- 
tain of company C, Second Alabama 
volunteers, and was made major of the 
battalion on the reorganization of the 
military forces following the war. In 
Mobile he had been elected to every of- 
fice to which he aspired. He married 
the daughter of Prelate D. Barker, 
present postmaster of Mobile, and 
leaves a wife and one child. His po- 
litical affiliations have been undeviat- 
ingly with the democratic party. 

He was born at Stockton, Ala.,_ in 
1873, his father being a veteran of the 
civil war. He was a social leader and 
prominent in fraternal and secret or- 
ders. During 1901-02 he was president 
of the Alumni of the University of Ala- 
ba ma, ?

FROM ANTI-CRIME SOCIETY 


For Seventeen Years He Has Been 
Head of the New York 
Organization. 


New York, October 25.—It became 
known today that Rev. Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst has resigned the presidency 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, an office which he has held for 
sa venteen years. The resignation and 
the reason for it will be formally an- 
nounced at a dinner to be held at the 
Hotel Gotham néxt Thursday night, at 
which Rev. Dr. Parkhurst will be tne 
guest of honor. 

Rev. Dr. Parkhurst became president 
of the society through 4& sermon that 
he preached on municipal politics In 
1890 at the Madison Square Presby- 
terian church, of which le is the pas- 
tor, The late Rev. Howard Crosby, 
who was then president, was so im- 
pressed that he invited Dr. Parkhurst 
to begin a determined campaign 
against trafficking in liquor on the 
Sabbath, anqg against gambling.

Then 
followed night-rider warnings, threat- 
ening death to those who opposed the 
wishes of the members of the band. It 
was upon the first visit In many months 
ty the lake region that Captain Rankin 
was killed. 

Men Forced to Flee. 

Men with monied interests have been 
forced to leave their homes and on 
others. who refused to obey the warn- 
ings, corporal punishment has been in- 
flicted. Notwithstanding the efforts of 
the local authorities, the depredations 
continued during the past year, the 
situation becoming more and more se- 
rious until, with the killing of Captain 
Rankin, it was proven necessary for 
the state authorities to act. From 
Nashville two companies of state 
troops were hurried forward the day 
following the lynching, and Governor 
Patterson, abandoning for the time a 
campaign for reelection, came to the 
scene to personally direct the work of 
ferreting out the members of the mob 
and the gathering of evidence.

TARIFF REFORM THE REAL ISSUE. 

While, perhaps, it would be a mistake to say that national democratic 
leaders are ignoring the question of tariff reform, it is, nevertheless, true 
that it has not been given the prominence its importance merits. 

There are several essential pointscof difference bet were the repub- 
lican and democratic policies, but chief differentiation lies in the attitude 
of the two great parties with reference to the tariff. 

Whatever may be said of the other differences, those regarding the 
tariff constitute the chief, the most important and the most far-reaching 
issue before the American people today. 

But, apparently, it has been studiously minimized in the campaign. 

If the American voter the country over possessed even a modicum 
of understanding of the tariff situation—and he may have it for the read- 
ing—there would remain no question of an overwhelming democratic vic- 
tory in November. 

Democratic committees should bend their energies to getting into cir-

FAIR TO BE HELD NEXT YEAR 


Some Think Buildings Should Re- 
main at Piedmont Park—Others 
Believe New and Permanent 
Fair Grounds Should Be 
Established Else- 
where. 


Now that it has been decided to have 
@nother fair in Atlanta next year, the 
question of removing the buildings at 
Piedmont park has come up again for 
general discussion among city hall of- 
ficials. 

Nearly everybody is agreed ypon the 
proposition that Atlanta must have a 
fair in 1909. Some think that. the 
present exposition buildings at Pied- 
mon park shoulg not only, remain 
where they are, but should be reno- 
vated; others think that the buildings 
should be torn down so that Piedmont 
park 'can be used exclusively as a 
pleasure resort. 

Into this discussion has been inject- 
éd a plan outlined by E. P. Ansley, who 
says he believes a smal! portion of 
Piedmont park shoulq be sold and the 
proceeds used to improve the park and 
the balance expended in. stablishing 
permanentfair grounds in Lakewood. He 
Says that at least $200,000 coukd be 
realized from the sale of between 
twenty-five and thirty acres, leaving a 
hundred and fifty acres for park pur- 
poses. He points out that by expend- 
ing $100,000 on Piedmont park and 
$100,000 at Lakewood the city could 
have a beautiful pleasure resort on the 
north side and a fine permanent fair 
Site at Lakewood. 


Park Board Took Action. 


The park board, at its last meeting, 
adopted a resolution requesting coun- 
cil to take action looking towards the 
removal of the buildings at Piedmont 
park, but council did not act 6n the 
matter, 

It is probable that the park board 
will holdian early meeting, when the 
matter wéll come up for consideration. 
If some such plan as suggested by Mr. 
Ansley is not adopted {it seems prob- 
a that the buildings will remain at 
Piedmont park and that the park wil! 
be used both for fairs and as a pleas- 
ure resort. There are many who think 
this can be easily done without Iinter- 
fering in the least with the beautifying 
of Piedmont park, as the grounds taken 
up by the buildings include only a 
Small portion of the park property. 

If Mr. Ansley’s plan is adopted no 
time will have to be lost in getting 
Lakewood ready for next year’s fair. 


CATTLE RAISING IN BULLOCH. 


It Has Grown to Be One of County’s 
Most Prominent Industries. 


Statesboro, Ga., October 25.—(Special.) 
Cattle raising has grown to be one of 
the most prominent 
loch coufty, and the industry is only 
in its infancy. Only home-raised beef 
is used here, there being no western 
bee? shipped here at all. The supply 
is always equal, and in excess of the 
demand. From fifty to seventy-five 
thousand dollars worth of beef is sold 
in the home markets annually. 

There are numerous rivers and creeks 
in the county, and the swamps afford 
fine pastures for cattle. Nearly ai! 
seaBons of the year cattle are taken 
from these pastures anda slaughtered 
for market. In the late fall and win- 
ter it becomes necessary to house the 
cattle and feed them on forage. The 
majority of the beeves are taken direct 
from the woods. 

There is always a ready market for 
all the eattle and hogs raised in the 
county. A few years ago it was the 
custom to ship large numbers of sheep 
and cattle to out-of-county markets, 
but this has about been abandoned, 
since the demand here has increased. 
Only two carloads of cattle have been 
shipped from the county this year. The 
farmers are paying more and more at- 
tention to stock raising, and this forms 
one of the chief industries of the coun- 
ty. and is destined to play even a 
langer part in the county’s commerce.

PURE FOOD SHOW 
GOING TO MACON 


State Chemist Stalling’s Ex- 
hibit Makes a 
Hit. 


One of the best exhibits at the Atlanta 
State Fair, from «mn educational standpoint, 
and which attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion, was the exhibit put on by the depart- 
ment of agriculture and known as the ‘'Pure 
Food Exhibit."’ In this exhibit actual sam- 
, ples were used that had been analyzed by 
the state chemist in the enforcement of the 
law during the past year since the law be- 
came operative on August 1], 1907. “‘Soft’’ 
drinks were shown that consisted only of 
water, saccharine, and coal tar dyes, which 
contained no food value. Samples of pure 
Georgia cane syrup were shown, together 
with samples that were sold as ‘‘pure,’’ but 
the chemical analysis showed from 50 to 60 
per cent glucose. Pickles without alum and 
with alum were exhibited. Saratoga chips 
were shown that had been treated with alum. 
Large pleces of cloth were exhibited show- 
ing the large amount and the illegal coal tar 
dyes that were being used in food products. 
Cheap alum baking powders were shown 
compared to the more expensive and better 
Clag of baking powders. Catsups, colored 
and preserved, were shown alongside of

A compound of glucose flavored with 
honey was shown that had been C™créd and 
marked as ‘‘pure strained honey.’’ 

Pepper sauce containers were shown with 
metallic stoppers that were once used in 
so many restaurants. Extracts, pure and 
imitation, were shown; some of the imita- 
tion products had been sold as ‘‘pure lemon 
er vanilla extracts.’’ Vinegars were exhib- 
ited, some of which on the market were rep- 
resented as ‘‘pure apple vinegar,’’ which con- 
tained no part of an apple. Candies were 
ghown that were colored, some with -coal tar 
dyes and others with vegetable colors. Olive 
oils, some pure and adulterated. Pure cot- 
tonseed oil products were shown that had 
the placard ‘‘vegetables, pure, healthful and 
wholesome.’’ Canned peaches that were prop- 
erly prepared and canned were shown by the 
side of those improperly prepared and can- 
ned. In the exhibit that related to feed- 
stuffs, cottonseed meal had a prominent 
position, showing that more protein and fat 
could be obtained for $1 by buying Cc. 8. 
meal than any other feed. The principal 
adulterants were shown, like rice hulls, oat 
hulls, peanut hulis, corn-cobs, and sand. As 
much as 600 pounds of sand per ton has 
been found by the state chemist in gome 
samples of feeds. 

Around the booth of this exhibit were pla- 
cards showing the effect and harmfulness 
of such substances as formaldehyde, borax, 
benzoic and salisylic acids, salpetre and alum. 

Bulleting were given away that contained 
the results of the analysis of the depart- 
ment. A small. laboratory was installed 
where a chemist made demonstrations, show- 
ing how to detect the difference betwéen 
pure and adulterated articles, lke putter. 
The object of this exhibit was to try and 
induce people who buy goods to scrutinize 
the labels and not to buy those articles that 
are preserved or contain added chemicals, 
and the label under the pure food law hag to 
tell the truth. The department of agri- 
culture during the past year has done a 
good work suppressing aduliterations. They 
have gone along this work in'a quiet man- 
ner, correcting the misbranding and adultera- 
tion in many products. This exhibit made 
such a favorable impression that. the depart- 
ment of agriculture is going to take this 
exhibit to the Macon fair, where it will pe 
in charge of an assistant state chemist.

Mr. Rosser has given very valuable 
service to the city as a ‘member aud 
president of the board of education and 
for several years has devoted much of 
his time to the upbuilding of Atlanta’s 
public school system, He states that 
his only reason for his contemplated 
resignation is that the pressure of his 
is so great that he 


feels that he might not be able to give 
all the attention to educational =  ar- 
fairs as the public school system now 
demands, 

Will Consider Matter. 

He has been so strongly urged not to 
resign and 80 many citizens hawe point- 
ed out to him that his valuable services 
as a member of the board could not be 
spared at this time that he has decid- 
ed not to reach a definite decision un- 
til he has taken more time to consid- 
er the matter. 

If Mr. Rosser resigns a citizen of the 
Seventh ward will have to be elected 
by the general council to serve for the 
unexpired term. His resignation would 
also cause a call for the election of 
another president of the board.

BY ROOSEVELT 


Another Partisan Appeal From 
the White House 
Stump.

Washington, October 25.—In response 
to a letter from P. H. Grace, of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., a member of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, inquiring 
about Mr. Taft’s record in respect to 
injunctions and labor matters jn gen- 
eral, President Roosevelt has written 
to Mr, Grace, reviewing Mr. Taft's at- 
titude toward labor and explaining the 
wprk, of the administration in regard to 
industrial conditions. 

After defending the injunctions issued 
by Judge Taft in lawor cases on the 
ground that they were beneficial to the 
cause of labor, President Roosevelt 
Bays: 

As opposed to the entire vaguéness of Mr. 
Bryan's proposals, Mr. Taft stands pledged 
to continue the definite and constructive pro- 
gram of social reorganization outlined and 
already entered upon by the present admin- 
istration, which has never hesitated in spe- 
cific cases of sufficient importance to interfere 
for the purpose of securing an adjustment of 
labor troubles, at the same time conserving 
the rights of the wage-earner. A conspicuous 
instance was the settlement of the anthracite 
coal strike. In April, 1907, when a strike was 
imminent on the western railroads which 
would have tied up forty-four lines 
with hal? a million employes and put 
the country in a state of siege, 
negotiators were sent by the adminis- 
tration who demanded and secured in 
difficulty by arbitration; and last spring 
the administration, by its vigorous  ac- 
tion, prevented a general reduction of wages 
on the railroads of the country which would 
have caused great suffering and far-reaching 
disturbance; but if Mr. Bryan were elected 
I have little doubt that the ensuing indus- 
trial chaos, necessitating great reduction of 
wages and widespread non-employment, would 
be beyond the reach of such action as that 
which averted the threatened disaster last 
spring. 

It has been charged that Mr. Taft and the 
administration in which he has borne so 
prominent a part have not been sufficiently in- 
terested in economic and industrial questions. 
The above is, it stems to me, suttcient ans- 


| wer to this charge. Mr. Taft's election should 


be advocated by all who believe in making 
a far-reaching effort toward the betterment 
of our scheme of social aifd industrial life. 
It should also be advocated by all who wish 
an immediate advance in these social and 
industrial conditions. 

If Mr. aft is not elected, a period of 
industrial “haos and business bad times 
will ensue in which the workingmen will 
suffer far more than any otMer class. They 
are the people who, more than any other, 
will pay the penalty.

BOLL WEEVIL TRAVELING 
FROM WEST TO GEORGIA 


“The boll weevil is traveling from the 
west toward Georgia at the rate of 
from seventy-five to one hundred miles 
a year.” said State Emtomologist E. 
L. Worsham at the state capitol today, 
‘and I verily believe it if is not checked 
it will reach the cotton fields of Georgia 
within the next four or five years.” 

Taois statement was prompted by the 
fact that a monster meeting of the ag- 
ricultural association, entomologists. 
etc... who are imterested in the poll 
weevil plague, will be held in Natchez, 
Miss.. November 24 to 27, for the pur- 
pose of devising, if possible, some means 
for combating this menace to the cot- 
ton crop. 

Entomologist Worsham has been in- 
vited to attend this meeting and has 
accepted. 

United States Secretary of Agricul- 
ture James Wilson will be present, as 
will tne various commissioners of ag- 
riculture throughout the south. 

All possible suggestiong for fighting 
the boll weevjl will be made, and some 
uniform plan will doubtess be adopted. 

A number of weevils, thought to be 


weevil, have Been 
sent to Entomologist Worsham this 
fall, but upon investigation it has 
proved that none of’ them are the 
dreaded Mexican boll weevil, and Geor- 
gia is free from this pest up to this 
date. This department is watching 
carefully all shipments of cotton seed 
and cotton seed hulls from the infected 
districts, and to see that the quaran- 
tine law ig not evaded. Because of the 
boll weevil in tne west, these tainted 
seed and hulls are sold more cheaply | 
than the Georgia products, which is at- 
tracting some of the merchants. 

Entomologist Worsham urges that 
cotton seed and cotton seed hulls be 
purchased in Georgia from Georgians 
to avoid any risk. 

In view of the fact tnat cotton seed 
and hulls and meal have come to be tae 
accepted cattle feed in the south, be- 
ing cheaper than any other, a great deal 
of interest igs attached to the sale of 
the cotton seed nd. its by-products. 
The «cotton seed of Georgia are up to 
the standard and are proving the back- 
bone of the present cotton crop, and 
every effort will be made to maintain 
them s0,

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COTTON CROP REPORT MADE. 


Material Progress Made During Past 
Week in Gathering Crop. 


New Orleans, La., October 25.—The 
Picayune will say in its crop report to- 
morrow: 

Material progress was made during 
the last. week in gathering the last 
remnants of an apparently short crop 
of cotton throighout Louisiana and the 
southern half of Mississippi. Most of 
the reports from these sections concede 
that first estimates were too high, and 
that sudden deterioration resulted from 
the ravages of the boll weevil. In the 
weevil ridden sections of Louisiana 
there is a well defined movement to 
either reduce the cotton acre®ge: next 
year or abandon the growth of the 
staple altagether because of the uncer- 
tain conditions. Planters naturally 
turn to sugar cane. \
